No Decision Has Been Made on the 


Guestiort'of Lifting the Embargo on 


Arms. 
Washington, Jan. 30.—Various pro- 


posals to maUe the friendly attitude of 
the United States toward Japan clear- 
ly evident are under consideration ol 
the president and hi*i advisers, but 
nothing as yet has been formulated. 


That is the status oi negotiations 


growing out ot the California alien 
land question as It was informally out- 
lined at the White House. The contro- 
versy over the California legislation 
aimed at the Japanese is considered 
closed and history by the Washington 
government. 


The fact that the 
administration 


considered as an open question wheth- 
er treaties can be ovenidden by state 
laws and tbe contention that the Cali- 
fornia legislation has not violated any 
treaty, are the chief reasons, it is un- 
derstood for the closing of the Cali- 
fornia incident, though 
the 
United 


States is anxious through other means 
to show Japau that no discrimination 
toward her subjects or unfrinedly feel- 
Ing is entertained by the vast majority 
of the American people. 


The president made it clear that 


there was no crisis of any kind im- 
pending In the foreign relations of the 
United St?tes. He let it be known 
th&t the various negotiations with Ja- 
pan, 
Colombia, Great Britain or other 


nations were in no way related to one 
another, but separate problems. 


President Wilson reiterated that the 


Mexican policy of the administration 
would continue for the present to be 
one of "watchful waiting." No decis- 
ion has been reached on the question 
of lifting the embargo on arms, and 
no prediction was made as to when a 
c^anfce of policy might occur. 


It was conceded at the White House 


that the practical operation of 1 
embargo has been to deny munitions 
to the Constitutionalists from their 
only external swirce of supply, while 
the Huerta government has been but 
iiim abroad. 
' 


The president has pointed out to 


those wi.h whom he has discussed the 
subject tnat while nations generally 
were showing a Menrllj spirit and do 
ing all they could to prevent rassist- 
ance to tiie Huerta regime, foreign 
governments could not legally stfp 
shipment of arms. Special legislation 
would be required. 


Tlie United States has not askod 


foreign governments to impose such 
restrictions, and therefore has not ob- 
jected to the shipment of arms from 
.Japan or a^y otuer country. This gov- 
ernment'' is convinced that Whatever 
shipment'1 of arms may ' have 
been 


made from'!.Thpati were made in no 
way In ""connection with the Japanese 
government: 


Japan Sees Agreement. 


Tokio, Japan, Jan. 30.—Hopes are 


expressed in official circles that a ba- 
sis of understanding on the Califor- 
nian alien land ownership question 
will be found by the American and 
Japanese governments, which are botli 
sict-vely seeking a solution. 


The c-Mef concern seems to be in 


reuari' to future legislation in Amer- 
ica, ahd it is said that any new en- 
ai'tinerts unfavorable to the Japanese 
would be considered a serious menace 
to the friendship of the two coun- 
tries. 


Washington has endeavored to ts- 


sure ,'apan that California would stop 
adopting legislation held by Japan to 
be discriminatory, but it is pointed 
out that there might be some difficulty 
in obtaining reasonable 
assurances 


that California would acquiesce.

Different V«g«tabl«* Should B* Trot- 


•d In .Different Way*. 


Enough vegetables in tUe fall go to 


waste from tlie average farm garden 
to supply .the tabl« during the entire 
winter. The task ol storius is n'ot dif- 
firult if one Las a know leilge of the 
conditions best suited for storage and 
Is willing to perform a »ui;iJJ amount 
of labor. 


A dry. well aired, frost proof room, 


cellar or sodbouse will sent Use pur

Racks should be adjusted on which to 
place the storage boj.es or barrels 
This avoids the dangers of overheat 
ing. excess moisture and prevents de- 
cay. 
All vegetables .should be gath- 


ered before front, sorted and thorough- 
ly dried before packing.

storing preserve those of most perfect 
formation and firm texture. Each root 
or tuber should be placed a few inches 
apart in alternate layers with clean. 
dry sand. 
In removing those for use 


care should be taken each time to re- 
cover any that may be exposed. The 
earth for packing should be clean aiid 
dry and should be collected in dry
